THE EMANCIPATION ACT. 

Tug CHANCELLORSHIP OF IRELAND. —Ti:e following 

paper has been printed, and, we may add, with the ap- 

proval of three ex-Lord Chancellors :— 

“ As considerable doubt seems to have been raised ou 
this matter, the following statement is given on au- 
thority, and can be sustained before a select com- 
mittee :--- 

“ The question turns on the correct understanding of 
the reason for exclusion from the several offices 
specified in the 12th section of the Emancipation Act, 
10th Geo. IV., cap. 7. This section appears in all the 
bills which have been proposed for the removal of 


prepa ~ Ch eth lig aoi bilities. and was advisedly 
in each of all these offices there is a “deithat 
tion of the authority of the Sovereign; and 
if the Sovereign must be Profestant sooughteach of the 
several persons to be Protestant who may hold these 
offices, It is.conceded that the ground of exclusion is 
to be maintained in the case ofall except in that of the 
Chancellor for Ireland ; and it is said that in the case of 
the Chancellor of England the special reason is, that there 
is annexed to the office a large amount of Church patron- 

e. This is fallacious, if not unfounded. The 17 th sec- 
tion of the Emancipation Act provides that i. * eharch 
patronage be cual to any office in the gift of tho So- 
vereign, and that such office be held by a Roman Catho- 
lic, thepatronage shall be administered by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury for the time being. Therefore, if a Roman 
Catholic should at any time become Chancellor of England, 
no practical objection could arise as to the exercise of pa- 
tronage: This, moveover, shows conclusively that the 
question of patro is not involved in the disability con- 
tained under the 12th section, which is altogether founded 
on the maintenance of the great compact in: olved in the 
Act of Settlement. The Chancellor is a great political 
officer of state. He takes precedence over peers, because 
he acts directly under the Sovereign and exercises func- 
tions on the immediate behalf of her Majesty, both as the 
head of the state and as the supreme governor in matters 
ecclesiastical and spiritual. 

He appoints all the magistrates, and may supersede 
them at any time. 

He holds the Great Seal, which gives Royal authority 
to all commissions to which it is affixed.

A COLONIAL INCIDENT. 
My friend was governor ofa known British dependency 
and as his colony was not of the highest class, it in- 
volved on his part the performance of miscellaneous. 
functions towards a limited but mixed —— 
Inter alia, he had occasionally to act as chief j ustice 
with the obligation of dealing with the incidents of 
certain gentlemen of colour, as well as with those of 
his white compatriots. Had Quashee, according to Mr 
Carlyle’s theory, been a mere indolent pum eater, 
the function in question might have been dispatched 
with the assistance of a little cowhide. But Quashee, 
to the confutation of Jean Jacques Rouseau, occasionally 
broke out in more violent fashion ; and in one case 
where this ammounted to arson, rape or murder, 
my friend was obliged to sentence Quashee to be 
executed, Q ubdec wis, however, condemned to be 
hung before it was discovered, that their was no official 
hangman in the colony; and my friend the Governor 
therefore found himself in an executive difficulty, and 
was obliged to solicit unprofessional assistance. Not- 
withstanding he exerted all his influence to eure the 
required functionary, nobody in all the colony, white or 
black, would hang Quashee. — In his perplexity my 
friend wrote to then Secretary of State for the 
Colonial Department, detailing the circumstances, and 
the difficulty which had arisen, and asking for in- 
structions in a matter so ignorant. The Colonial 
Secretary confined himself to an acknowledgement 
of the despatch, and to an intimation, conveyed in 
complimentary terms, that the Colonial office 
so high an opinion of the Governor 
himself, that they left the matter to his sole 
discretion, In this dilemma, the Governor inguired 
into the culprit’s antecedents, and ascertained that he 
was the subject of a certain king in the interior, with 
whom it was considered desirable that we should be on 
terms of amity, so naturally the thought suggested itself 
of getting rid of the difficulty and conciliating a native 
by a stroke of diplomacy. Tha governor wrote a letter to 
the sable potentate, intimating confidentially that if his 
Majesty desired a remission of the sentence, and would 
be pleased to make his desire known to the Governor, he 
himself, on the part of the British Government would 
not only forego the execution, but to oblige his Majesty, 
would set the prisoner at liberty and send him home.
